ANNUAL REPORT - 1968 


Madam Chairman and Gentlemen, 


The population at mid year 1968 as estimated by the Registrar 
General was 3910 which is an increase of 80 over the estimated population 
at mid year 1967. There were 53 live-births and the corrected live-birth 
rate was 15.0 per thousand population which is below the rate of 16.9 for 
England and Wales. There were no still-births and no infant deaths during 
1968. There were 57 deaths at all ages and the corrected death-rate was 
14.9 per thousand population compared with a rate of 11.9 for Ingland and 
Wales. 


There was no major outbreak of infectious diseases during the year. 
There was 1 new case of pulmonary tuberculosis notified during the year. 


A report has recently been published by the Department of Health and 
Social Security and the Ministry of Housing and Local Government "The 
Fluoridation Studies in the United Kingdom and the Results Achieved after 
Eteven Years", This confirms the report published some years ago after 
5 years of fluoridation in 3 areas in this country. Briefly the report 
shows that the addition of fluoride to the drinking water reduced the 
amount of decay in some children's teeth by as mich as a half and the 
number of children with teeth free from decay more than doubled. The 
safety of fluoridation of public drinking water supplies is emphasised 
and no reliable evidence to the contrary has been forthcoming. To date 
the Cheshire County Council the Local Health Authority have resolved not 
to request the water undertakings to arrange for fluoridation of water 
supplies in the county. I hope that this decision will be reversed when 
this report has been fully studied so that the children in this district 
may enjoy the proven benefits of fluoridation. 


I should like to thank the Chairman and Members of the Health 
Committee for their continued support and confidence. I should also like 
to thank the Council's Officers for their valuable help throughout the 
year.

Special arrangements are made for immmisation to be performed at the 
end of each welfare session. In addition immunisation is carried out free 
of charge by general medical practitioners at their surgeries. An anual 
visit is made to the one primary school in the district for the purpose of 
giving diphtheria and poliomyelitis reinforcing doses. 


Chiropody Service 


Financial help in obtaining chiropody treatment is given on medical 
recommendation to persons aged 65 years and over, persons registered as 
physically handicapped and expectant mothers. Treatment is given by a 
chiropocdist chosen by the patient,

Services provided by the Rogional Hospital Board 

Hospitals. There is no hospital within the Rural District, and patients 
fron this area are admitted to hospitals in neighbouring districts. 
Maternity cases requiring hospital accommodation are also admitted to 
hospitals outside the area. ihere necessary, infectious disease cases 
other than smallpox, are admitted to the Stockport Isolation Hospital and 
Monsall Hospitel. Fscilities for smallpox cases are provided at Ainsworth 
pudllpox Hospital, near Dury. 


Tuberculosis and Venereal Disoases. Special clinics for the diagnosis and 
treatment of tuberculosis and venereal diseases are held at the Chest 
Clinic Stepping Hill Hospital and St. Thomas'. Hospital, Flint Street, 
Stockport, respectively.

GENERAL SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES 


1. Water. The area is supplied by the Stockport and District Water Board. 
The Board consists of representatives of the Stockport County Borough 
Council, the Urban District Councils of Bredbury and Romiley, Marple, 

New Mills, Alderley Edge, Cheadle and Gatley, Hazel Grove and Bramhall, 
Whaley Bridge and Wilmslow and the Rural District Council of Disley ("the 
constituent councils") and the Cheshire County Council. 


Most of the houses in the Disley Rural District are connected to the 
mains but a few farms and isolated houses derive water from private 
supplies. The situation of these premises and the physical characteristics 
of the land render the cost of laying mains prohibitive and an alnost 
impossible task. 


The water supplied to the district is chemically treated, filtered 
and chlorinated; it is subject to frequent bacteriological examinations 
and chemical analyses by the Board and has proved satisfactory in quality 
and quantity. Fluoridation is not carried out. The central and lower 
areas of the district are supplied from Kinder Reservoir and the higher 
parts of the district from the Goyt Valley High Level supply. 


Gleven samples of mains water drawn from house taps were submitted tc 
the Public Health Laboratory, Withington Hospital, for bacteriological 
examination and were found to be satisfactory. 


The Engineer and Manager of the Stockport and District Water Board

Private Water Supplies 


Nine samples from private water supplies were taken during the year 
and subnitted for bacteriological analyses. Improvements to chlorination 
and filtration plant and procedure were required to be carried out to 
ensure the quality of the water supplied to an hotel from a private spring 


supply. 


2. Drainage and Sewerage. 


The greater part of the district is sewered and two sewage disposal 
works are owned and administered by the Council. The Waterside sewage 
disposal works deals with the najority of the sewage from the district 
The Coppice sewag 
disposal works dcals with a limited amount of sewage from properties in 
the western part of the district and the final treated effluent discharges 


and the final effluent discharges into the River Goyt.

Nearly all properties within the district are connected to the main 
sewerage system the exceptions being properties where the situation and 
physical characteristics of the land render it impracticable for a 


connection to be made. 


Connections to the sewerage system were made to service all new 


properties erected during the year. 


When it is necessary for cesspools or septic tanks to be emptied, 
arrangements are made for the hiring of a cesspit emptying machine fron 


a neighbouring authority.

During and immediately after excessive rainfall, the amount of 
surface water gaining access to the foul sewerage system causes surcnarging 
in certain sections of the main sewers. A firm of consultant engineers 
has been engaged to carry out investigations into sewer flows and 
capacities and to recommend possible action to improve conditions. As 
further housing development in the district is in progress any attention 
considered necessary to the main sewerage system should be undertaken as 
soon as practicable.

The Council's consultant engineers prepared and submitted details of 
a proposed reconstruction scheme for the Waterside Sewage Disposal Works 
considered necessary to cope with increased and future demands and after 
consideration by the Council consultations were arranged with officials of 
the Ministry of Housing and Local Governnent.

4. Public Conveniences 


The Council owns one building near Ran Square, Disley, which contains 
sanitary conveniences for both sexes. Cleasing of the premises is carried 
out each day by a part-tine Officer. Coin operated locks are fitted to 
the doors of the W.C's, there are no turnstiles. Some damage was 
occasioned to the conveniences during the year by vandalisn. 


5. Refuse Collection and Disposal 


The refuse collection in the area was carried out by direct labour 
using a dual tip diesel Karrier Bentam vehicle of 12 cu.yds. capacity with 
rear loading. The refuse collection team comprised a loader/driver and 
two loaders and an incentive bonus scheme was operated. A target was 
fixed at 1000 bins to be collected by the team, during a basic period of 
126 man hours, and 24d. per bin was the incentive bonus paid in respect 
of all bins collected in excess of the target figure, which varied pro 
rata with the number of hours actually spent on refuse collection. In 
addition to the collection of household refuse a weekly collection of 
trade refuse is carried out. The number of bins requiring emptying is 
steadily increasing due to building development and also the changed nature 
of refuse which is increasing enormously in bulk but decreasing in weight. 


Density tests revealed that the refuse density varied from 3.75 cwts. 
per cu.yd. in terraced properties to 2.25 cwts. per cu.yd. in high class 
residential properties.

Refuse Collection and Disposal (Cont'd 


The refuse is disposed of by tipping at the Covncil's tip off 
Greenshall Lene, Dislcy. Levelling off and sealing of the tip was under- 
taken by a hired bulldozer. Applications of tip dressing were applied 
as necessary to prevent nuisance from flies. 


As the amount of tipping space available has become very limited 
urgent enquiries are being instituted regarding future refuse disposal 
arrangenents. 


6. Rodent Control 


The services of a Rodent Operator are shared with a neighbouring 
Local Authority and the Rodent Operator is employed in this district on 
five mornings in altermmative weeks. Recsular inspections and treatments 
of the Council's sewage disposal works and refuse tip have been carried 
out ana surveys were made for the detection and eradication of rodents 
throughout the rural district. No major infestations were found but 79 
minor rat infestations at private properties and local authority premises 
and 5 at business premises were treated. Infestations of mice were dealt 
with at 7 properties in various parts of the area. 


7. Camping Sites 

There is one permanent camping site in the district which is 
occupied during the summer months and during winter weekends by a National 
Girls Organisation. The camp is well managed and no nuisance arose.

No action was necessary under this Act during the year. 


9. Anincl Boarding Establishments Act, 196 


One application for a renewal of Licence was received and approved 
for an establishment with accommodation for 36 dogs and 12 cats. The 
premises are kept in a satisfactory condition.
